SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENDATION: Staff recommends approval of P-CO (Public —

Conditional Overlay) district zoning. The conditional overlay on the property provides for a
pedestrian and bicycle trail that facilitates connection to Del Curto Road, Manchaca Road. Lightsey
Road. and South Lamar Boulevard (per zoning case C14-2007-0083 and ordinance 20071213-085).

DEPARTMENT COMMENTS: This 2.094 acre property is currently zoned SF-3-CO and is
undeveloped. PARD staff has worked with the South Lamar Neighborhood Association in order to
create a conceptual park plan for the Del Curio property. This rezoning will allow’ the Parks
department to complete the pedestrian access and park amenities outlined in the park plan.

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION

Zoning should allowfor reasonable use of the property.

The recommended zoning will allow the City of Austin Parks and Recreation Department and the
South Lamar Neighborhood Association to complete the conceptual park plan for the Del Curto park.

2. Zoning changes should promote compatibility with adjacent and nearby uses and should not
result in detrimental impacts to the neighborhood character.

The park will compliment the surrounding single-family residences and provide a community amenity
and provide a transition between the higher density zoned commercial and residential properties

EXISTING CONDITIONS

Environmental
The site is not located over the Edwards Aquifer Recharge Zone. The site is located in the West
Bouldin Creek Watershed of the Colorado River Basin, which is classified as an Urban Watershed by
Chapter 25-8 of the City’s Land Development Code. It is in the Desired Development Zone.

Impervious cover is not limited in this watershed class therefore the zoning district impervious cover
limits will apply.

This site is required to provide on-site structural water quality controls (or payment in lieu of) for all
development andlor redevelopment when 5,000 s.f cumulative is exceeded, and detention for the
two-year storm. At this time, no information has been provided as to whether this property has any
pre-existing approvals which would preempt current water quality or Code requirements.

According to flood plain maps, there is a flood plain within the project area.

Numerous trees will likely be impacted with a proposed development associated with this rezoning
case. Please be aware that an approved rezoning status does not eliminate a proposed development’s
requirements to meet the intent of the tree ordinances. If fluiher explanation or specificity is needed,
please contact the City Arborist at 974-1876. At this time, site specific information is unavailable
regarding other vegetation, areas of steep slope, or other environmental features such as bluffs,
springs, canyon rimrock, caves, sinkholes, and wetlands.

Standard landscaping and tree protection will be required in accordance with LDC 25-2 and 25-S for
all development and’or redevelopment.
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Water and Wastewater
The landowner intends to serve the site with City of Austin water and wastewater utilities. The
landowner, at own expense, will be responsible for providing any water and wastewater utility
improvements, offsite main extensions, utility relocations and or abandonments required by the land
use. The water and wastewater utility plan must be reviewed and approved by the Austin Water
Utility for compliance with City criteria. All water and wastewater construction must be inspected by
the City of Austin. The landowner must pay the City inspection fee with the utility construction. The
landowner must pay the tap and impact fee once the landowner makes an application for a City of
Austin water and wastewater utility tap permit.

Stoi-mwater Detention
At the time a final subdivision plat, subdivision construction plans, or site plan is submitted, the
developer must demonstrate that the proposed development will not result in additional identifiable
flooding of other property. Any increase in storinwater runoff will be mitigated through on-site
stormwater detention ponds, or participation in the City of Austin Regional Stormwater Management
Program if available.

Transportation:
No additional right-of-way is required.

A traffic impact analysis was not required for this case because the traffic generated by the
proposed zoning does not exceed the threshold of 2,000 vehicle trips per day. {LDC, 25-6-
